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County 
prohibits 
early Sunday 
alcoholic 
beverage sales

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners kept the cork and cap on 
early Sunday morning — liquor, beer and 
wine sales, opting to maintain status quo 
with state law. 

The Crawford County Board, at its regu- 
lar monthly mecting last week, passed a 
resolution denying Sunday packaged 
liquor, beer and wine sales as well as serv- 
ing spirits, mixed spirit drinks, beer and 
wine between 7 a.m. and noon on Sundays. 

State legislation, which went into effect 
Dec. 1, opened up the times of when stores, 
bars and places where alcoholic drinks are 
served to early Sunday morning sales. 

Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission gave counties, cilies and 
townships until midnight on Wednesday, 
Dec. [5 to make a local decision on when 
the beverages could be purchased. 

Compo, after consulting with the coun- 
ty’s attorney, said the board had four 
options. 

First, the board could have done nothing, 
allowing the sale of alcoholic beverages 
24/7-365 days a year. Next, the board could 
have prohibited the sales of beverages from 
7 a.n. on Sundays to 2 a.m. on Mondays, 
The board could have extended the sale of 
alcoholic beverages between 7 a.m. on 
Sunday to noon on Sunday. Finally, the 

board could pass a resolution, maintaining 
the current state law, which the Crawford 
County Board opted to follow. 

The county board voted unanimously on 
the resolution. 

Commissioners, however, had different 
views on the state law.

Nearly half the people facing charges from a

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A. Wakefield 
said 40 arrest warrants were recently issued for

illegal use of prescription drugs is off the hook 
and that’s where this is mainly coming from, but 
heroin is coming back into play and so is meth.”

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COA focused on serving seniors while funding drops

In light of decreased. fed- 
eral, state and local funding 
available to run Crawford 
County Commission on 
Aging (COA) operations, 
officials are studying options 
to bring in new revenue and 
placing a funding millage 
before voters. 

COA Director Alice 
Snyder and Jack Mahank, 
chairman of the COA Board, 
gave an annual report for the 
2009-2010 fiscal year to the 


Crawford County Board of 


Conimissioners last week. 
The COA is facing an 14 
percent funding cut due to 
decreased grants from the 
federal and state govern- 
ment. Local funding has also 
declined from a millage used 
to support senior center 
operations because of the 
Headlee Amendment. The 
stale act requires municipali- 


ties to reduce the amount of 


millage funds they collect 
annually to account for infla- 
von, 

The funding drop required 
the COA to dip into its fund 
balance to the tune of about 
$57,000 for the current fiscal 
year. Snyder said officials 
reduced that) amount to 


around $27,000 by switching 
health care insurance plans 
for full-time employees and 
reducing hours for employ- 
ees who work part-time. 

“We’re trying to trim 
around the edges without 
damaging the services to 
seniors,” Snyder said. 

Snyder said the COA 
board remains committed to 
not putting senior citizens on 
waiting lists for services and 
programs. 

“The priority that the 
board has made is to our 
home service clients which 
are the most vulnerable, 
which I think is our best 
decision,” she said. 

Snyder said that the board 
is considering providing 
housekeeping services and 
home repair services to 
seniors who can afford the 
expenses. The costs would 
cover the expenses of the 
program plus generate a 
small amount of revenue for 
the senior center. 

The board has also floated 
the idea of charging a mem- 
bership fee to senior citizens 
who take part in senior cen- 
ter activities, trips and meals 
in Grayling. 

Snyder said seniors from 
Kalkaska, Roscommon and

* are less active, take part in 


the trips ‘and programs 
offered in the community. 

Snyder stressed that a 
membership fee would not 
be considered for Crawford 
County senior citizens since 
they already pay taxes to 
support the COA. 

“It would generate some 
revenue, which is getting 
harder and harder to do as 
our grant funding is going 
down,” she said. 

The COA served 42,366 
meals last year. Snyder 
reported that the COA 
received an 84 percent salis- 
faction rate for its congre- 
gale and home delivered 
meals. She said there is room 
for improvement for meals 
the sentors have to heat up 
on their own, 

“It’s really hard to make a 
frozen meal be really good, 
but I think we can do better 
there,” Snyder said. 

The COA millage, which 
was passed in August 1992, 
is due to expire in 2012. 
Snyder said the millage did 
not expire due to a state 
grandfather clause, which 
allowed the millage to be 
levied for 20 years. The state 
law has since changed.

Snyder said COA and 
county officials would have 
to look at putting a millage 
renewal before voters in the 
next couple years. She said 
officials would first look at 
2010 Census data, once it is 
received, before making 
finat decisions. 

The emerging 
Boomer population and 
increased demand for pro- 
‘grams will also be factors to 
consider. 

“If the community wants 
the COA to serve seniors of 
this county, we're going to 
have to have enough money 
to do that - there is just no 
way around it,” Snyder said. 
“There is a lot more that we 
could do for the seniors of 
our county, but we dont 
have the financial resources 
to put the staffing in place to 
operate (hose programs.” 

Mahank added that it is 
gratifying to work with the 
county board on setting poli- 
cy and addressing the needs 
of senior citizens. 

“You really make if fun to 
know that you are working 
for the people and the 
semors that this county 
board very strongly sup- 
ports.” he said.

County Commissioner 
Terry Beardslee favored a 
total prohibition on sales on 
a day when people tradition- 
ally attend church and spend 
the day as a family, 

“If I could have my way, 
we wouldn’t have any 
Sunday sales,’ Beardslee 
said. 

The Sunday sales would 
have required stores, bars 
and vendors to pay a $150 
fee to take advantage of the 
state provision. Fees are ear- 


marked for the © state’s 
Convention Facilities 
Development Fund, the 


School Aid Fund and the 
General Fund. 

County Commissioner 
Mike Lange said stores, bars, 
restaurants and clubs have 
been able to maintain busi- 
ness without the extra sale 
hours sinee the federal prohi- 
bition on liquor consumption 
was uplifted. 

“They've gotten along for 
80 years without it”” Lange 
said. “They obviously didn’t 
give us a lot of time to make 
a decision on this.” 

County Commissioner 
Rick Anderson predicted that 


officials would receive an 
earful if they passed a local 
ordinance more stringent. 

“You wouldn’t have any 
Sunday sales if that were the 
case and [ think a lot of peo- 
ple would be upset,” said 
Anderson, who added that 
the region does receive 
funding to support the 
Northern Michigan 
Substance Abuse Agency 
through state liquor license 
fees. 

Compo said it was unclear 
if cities or townships could 
override a county resolution 
on the state law after confer- 
ring with Sharon Martin, 
Director of the Licensing 
Division for the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission.
